A second—and apparently
final—blow was delivered last
night to a proposal to disband
the city’s Redevelopment
Agency.

Torrance Councilmen voted
unanimously to refuse to
place the initiative petition on
the ballot—at either a special
or general election.

The vote followed the issu-
ance last Friday of a prelimi-
nary injunction to halt a spe-
cial election on the issue. Su-
perior Court Judge Ralph
Nutter handed down the rul-
ing on grounds that the initia-
tive does not follow state law
for dissolving a redevelop-
ment agency,

.

AT THAT time, however,
Judge Nutter gave Active Cit-
izens of Torrance (ACT) 15
days in which to file an an-
swer to his ruling. The in-
junction would not have be-
come permanent until that
deadline had passed or until
the courts had ruled on any
answer made by ACT.

In voting down the election
request, the council rescinded
an action of last Oct. 24 when
they voted to call a special
election on the issue. Mayor
Albert Isen said council mem-
bers had in no way changed
their view on the initiative,
‘but had merely reconsidered
|the legality of the election.
